Narcotic addiction, according to all the best authorities, is a 


'disease: From the evidence available, it seems to be literally 
the worst disease with which modern civilization has to cope- 


•And how is civilization coping with it? For the most part, 


by treatingvaddiction to narcotic drugs as a crime, and putting 
the victims in jail, or else ignoring them. 
. It is well known that, with proper medical treatment, by 
methods available anywhere," a big majority of cases can be 
cured. There may not be such a cure as in a smallpox-or 
cholera case, definite and permanent; but the drug craving can 
be taken from the patient, and he can be left "clean," ready 
for a new start. Yet in few cities is Stfch treatment provided, 
as it would be for any other plague. And everywhere it seems 
possible, and almost inevitable, for the patient.to acquire the 
old, deadly habit again, because there are supplies of the drug 
always available, and friends or peddlers tempting him with it. 


It is clear to everyone who has studied the subject that two 


things are imperative. Fifst, the victims must be treated for 
their disease; second, they must be safeguarded from re-in- 
fection with the drug afterward. This means proper hospital 
facilities everywhere and complete control of the drug traffic. 
' The country will doubtless come to such remedies in time, 
but progress is distressingly slow. ^There may be more readi- 
ness to tackle the problem in earnest'after prohibition enforce- 
ment is more firmly in hand. If more effective action is not 
taken soon, "dope" may be a worse evil than drink ever was. 


An Italian Labor Supply. 


If the immigration law can be liberalized to permint, Italy 


stands to supply on short notice the 12 per cent deficit now 
existing in farm labor in America. 
It 'is said also that the 


Italian government is ready to send immigrants picked care- 
fully to comply with high_ American requirements as. to 
ability, character and other qualifications. 


Immigration from Italy at present is limited to 42,000 a 


year. The" number anxious to leave for these shores is esti- 
mated aixnot less than 30.0,000. 
The Italian government is 


ready to speed as large a number as can be arranged for. , 


Asicte from the quota law, however, one other difficulty in- 


tervenes before an additional number of agricultural or "other 
workers" can be sent over-. It is pointed out that if American 
authorities insist upon inspection by our own officials in Italy 
before the immigrant groups leave, the Italian government 
may resent this "as an infringement of its sovereignty. It is 
considered that adequate machinery has been set up by that 
government to assure compliance with American standards. . 
* It is along this line, perhaps—that is to say, co-operation 
between our government and foreign governments, in a 
process of careful selection—that the immigration of the fu- 
ture is to be arranged. For the present, however, the effort 
hardly seems practical. 
There ~ is too much opposition in
